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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Previously, claim 20 required tlie HF pre-clean prior to fomriation of each gate insulator layer. However, claim 
20 as amended no longer requires the HF pre-clean steps to be perfonmed prior to formation of each gate insulator layer. Note that claim 
20 as amended merely recites a method "comprising the steps of and does not require the recited process step to be perfomned in any 
particular sequence.
